After five years, these customs’ 
officers discover errors in the original iuvoices, 
and proceed to destroy the business and charac- 
ter of merchants, and confiscate millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property on the pretense that there 
had been a loss of a few hundred dollars of rev- 
enue. It may turn out that Jordan, Marsh & 
Co. have willfully violated the law, but it is 
scarcely possible that they can have knowingly 
put at jeopardy the immense business of their 
house (to say nothing of their good name as 
merchauts) for the trifling sum which they could 
expect to make as smugglers.

THE BALANCE-SHEET OF CONGRESS. 

It is the custom of many commercial iustitu- 
tions to make up a general balance-sheet on the 
first of the year to ascertain where they stand. 
As the United States Comgress is, in soma re- 
spects, an excecdingly mercantile body, we see 
no reason why there should be an exception in 
its case. After carefully reviewing the books, 
we find the balance at the close of the year to be 
as follows:

Recent developments concerning the official 
reaponsibility of our Government for the char- 
acter of the Virginius and the expedition under- 
taken by her, indicate that in tuture negotia- 
tions with Spain arising out of the matter the 
United States will be ata disadvantage. The 
Administration took high ground in demanding 
from Spain the concessions made im the recent 
protocol. That Spain agreed to the terms ata 
time when she was possibly in the wrong, will 
now give ber a better claim on the United States 
if it be proved that our Government has been at 
fault. We demanded a return of the Virginius, 
and a salute to the flag, on the ground that the 
vessel was regularly cleared as an American 
ship, that the Government was ignorant of any 
hostile purpose on her part, and that the Ameri- 
can flag protected her from seizure on the high 
seas. There has already been an official confes- 
sion that the Virginius papers were fraudulently 
obtained, and it is now intimated that this con- 


the Government from a still more embarrassing 
position. Our advices from Washington hold 
that Spain will find no difficulty'in proving that 
the Virginius was allowed to depart on a filibus- 
tering expedition by the United States authori 

ties after they bad deen fully fore-

It is charged that the evidence detailed, in the 
Attorney-General's opinion, was procured for 
the purpose of throwing ail the blame of fraud- 
ulent registry upon Patterson, the reputed owner 
of the vessel, in order to demonstrate that the 
United States authorities were deceived. This 
evidence, Patterson himself saya, was collected 
in a secret manuer, and he was virtually tried 
and convicted of perjury without having an op- 
portunity to make a defense. It is now stated, 
on the part of Spain, that not only did Spanish 
navy Officers warn our authorities of the .object 
of the Virginius expedition, but the Spanish 
Minister in Washington made two protests, with- 
in the last two years, to Secretary Fish, urging 
that the Virginius was not entitled to the protec- 
tion of the United States Government. No at- 
tention was paid to these protests, and no effoft 
was made to arrest the vessel about to engage in 
@ hostile demonstration against a Power with 
which our Government was at peace. 

It this shall prove to be a cor 
rect statement of the condition of thirgs 
before the sailing of the Virginius, then our 
Government is placed in a very embarrcasing 
position. On this statement of the case, Spain 
nas almost the identical case against the United 
States with the Virginius that the United States 
had against Great Britain with the Alabama. 
An essential feature of the Alabama case, and 
that which secured us an award, was the warn- 
ing given to Great Britain concerning the char- 
acter of the Alabama before she left the British 
pert, and the failure of the British Government 
after this to make anv effért to detain her. If 
Spain can prove the same Warping and the same 
failure in regard to the Virginius, her case will 
be complete. It will not be necessary to go over 
tles question whether Spain is entitled to dam- 
ages or not. That question was completely dis- 
posed of in the Geneva arbitration. The only 
question will be as to the amount of damages. 
It is possible that the damages will be offset to 
tsome extent by the counter-case which the 
United States will be able to present on account 
wof the butchery of the Virginius crew. Before a

a THE DUTIES ON IRON AND STEEL. 
» We are informed by Mr. S. M. Smith, Secretary | 
of the Illinois State Farmers Assbciation, that 
the resolution offered by him at the Decatur 
Convention for a a repeal of the duties on cloth- 
ing, lumber, salt, iron, and steel,” as a substi- 
tute for the Committee’s resolution opposing a 
protective tariff, was adopted, The passage of 
this resolution by a body of men representing so 
large a constituency as the Decatur Couvention 
was a most significant event, but not more so 
perhaps than an effort now making in New En- 
gland to secure a reduction of the duties on 
iron and steel. The Douglas Axe Company 
of Massachusetts has issued a circular inviting 
the co-operationjof the all other manufaciurers of 
iron and steel goods to procure « reduction of 
the tax on the raw material of thosearticles. The 
Philadelphia Press thereupon informs the Doug- 
las Axe Company that such a proposition coming 
from such a quarter exhibits an amazing want 
of intelligence. It argues that the redaction of 
the duties on iran and steel would instantly stop 
their production in this country, and that then 
the Britishers would raise the price of iron and 
steel to a point that would be destructive of all 
manufactures. When, let us ask, is the infant 
iron manufacturer to be weaned? The price 
of iron and steel bas adyanced largely in En- 
gland during the the last year by reason of , 
the advance in “Wages and in the cost of 
coal, aud it wm doubtful whether Great 
Britain will ever again be a serious competitor 
wich the American iron and steel makers in the 
American market. Foreign pig-iron is sub- 
jected to a duty of $6.30 per ton, gold. Count- 
ing the premium on gold and the freights, the 
protection afforded is equal to $11 per ton at 
the Atlantic port. The American iron manufac 
turer is further protected by the freight from 
the coast to the interior. This protective duty, 
averaging from 812 to $16 per ton, has to be 
paid by the consumers, that is, by the domestic 
manufacturers of 1ron and steel goods. The 
tax on steel in ingots, bars, sheets, or wire 
ranges from 2}¢ to 3 cents per pound, or from 
$50 to $60 per ton in gold. The American man- 
ufacturer of axes has to pay a tax of 60 to 80 per 
cent on his steel, and is protected from the com- 
petition of British axes by a duty of only 
45 per cent. Under these circumstances, 
the protection is crushing him. It re 
duces the consumption and demand for 
his axes, and enables the foreign manufacturer 
to undersell him at his own door. The request, 
therefore, of the manufacturers of axes, and 
saws, and other steel goods, thatthe duty on 
iron and steel be reduced or repealed, is en- 
tirely just. If they could get steel 50 per. 
cent less than they now pay, they could make 
and sell their axes proportionately lower, and 
would sell three axes where they now sell one. 
The tax on steel produces no considerable 
amount of revenue; it was not intended to pro- 
duce revenue, but to avoid it by prohibiting im- 
portation; Ali this is very pleasant and profit- 
able to the makers of steel, but it is murderous 
and ruinous to the manufacturers of steel goods.

TAXATION IN ILLINOIS. 

The Canton (Ill.) Register, in à very clear, 
concise, and intelligent manner, demolishes the 
claim of the Macomb Journal that promissory 
notes given in payment of property should, in 
equity and law, be taxed in addition to tbe prop- 
erty.

Feud Between Cattle-Men and 
Sheep-Men in Colorado. 


Important Results of the Wheeler Sci- 
entific Expedition.

isted between the sheep-men and the cattle-men 
of Beech, Huerfano, and other counties in 
Southern Colorado. At one time the prospect 
looked quire fair for peace, but now hostilitios 
HAVE BROKEN OUT AFRESH, 
and there is no telling where the rumpus will 
end. Both parties have buckled on their pano- 
ply of war. and there are mutiered threats and 
breathings of slaughier; while smoking cabins 
and perforated skulls can be found down on the 
Purgatoire almost any fine morning. In this 
warfare, #8 in all others, Providence seems 
to be on the side of the heaviest artillecy. 
Where the valiant sheep-men have a majority, 
there they conquer; and vice vegsa. + For a brief 
time the fight was confined to the region of 
country south of the Divide ;” but now, lo and 
behoid! it has broken out in the vicinity of 
Denver. Last fall a harmless German settled 
downon Runmug Creek, with 4,000 head of 
sheep.

RECEIVED A CALL 
from a delegation of cattle-men. They were all 
tall, hirsute fellows, with slouched hats, woolen 
sbirts, and big nayy-revolvers strapped to their 
belts; and they swore terribiy, and swaggered 
among the pet. ewes and lambs, and knocked 
over a choice buck or two, and in many other 
ways made themselves very obnoxious. ~ All this 
was not lest upon our ‘Teutonic friend.

right and left. Unfortunately, none of the gang 
were killed, although the German thinks that, 
if the groans thät followed his shots are any 
index, he came mighty near rubbing out one or 
two of them.

When 
his whereabouts was discovered, he was greeted 
with a whole volley of balls, which buried them- 
selves in the door of his house, and whistled 
through the windows.

A UNION OF BRITISH EMPLOYERS. 


Cembination to Counteract the In- 
flucnmee of Trades-Unions. | 
London (Dee, 13) wets Rea = of the New York

Our great political sensation last year was the 
attempted “‘social alliance between the peers 
and the proletariat—an attempt which came to 
nothing because the Peers backed out of it. 
y the fact that the and manu- 
facturers of the Kingdom have now formed an 
immense union of their own, to fight the 
trades-unions of the workmen, will excite al- 
most as much sensation as the abortive social 
alliance caused. This association will not be a 
in the pan; it isa very serious and solid 
ing. The organization, which was - 
fected at a meeting held here a fou Gea 
ago, has taken the name of the National Fed- 
eration of Associated Employers of Labor.” 
It is a combination of employers established to 
counteract the influence of trades unions. It is, 
in fact, an amalg ion of employers’ asrocia- 
tions, united for the common object of defend- 
ing capital against the unjust demands of labor 
whether they are made hthe channel of 
legisiation in Parliament or whether they are 
shall 


made through the medium of strikes. 
promoters — that their organization 
be purely defensive, and hence thev decline to 
*‘emulate the trades unions in expenditure.” 
They propose to collect und disseminate through- 
out the country information bearing upon in- 
dustrial questions, for which purpose it is in con- 
templation to establish a weekly newspaper. The 
federation will also watch over every legislative 
proposal affecting employers and employed, with 
a view to influencing the same; it will encour- 
age the independence of non-unioniste, and en- 
dea vor to give to education, intelligence, and 
capital their fair share of influence in the con- 
stituencies.” It would, therefore, sem from the 
rules aud printed documents of the federation 
that the emplo have determined to accept 
the gauntlet of the workingmen unionists and 
fight them, if that unhappy necessty should 
ever arise, with their own weapons. The success 
of such an ambitious object as this very greatly 
depends upon the influence and positon of the 
men who take it in hand, or who give it their 
approval. It would, I think, have u almost 
impossible to have secured better names with 
thas object than appear on the list of the Coun- 
cil.
